1 Provldeutial Mean* of l.scupe Fur* 
uisheil Snowbound Hunters. 

A most adventurous story of escape 
from a snow blockade in tlie Cascade 
Mountains is told by G. O. Shields in 
! liis book, "Crulsings in the Cascades.'i 
| The liieuibers of the purty had lain In 
: camp three days, waiting for the storm 
! to abate; but as h: continued to grow 
ill severity, and as the snow became 
deeper and deeper, their situation grew 
daily and hourly more alarming. 

I Their only hope of escape was by j 
! abandoning their horses and construct-! 
j ing snow-shoes which might keep them 
| above tlie> snow; but In this case they] 
! could carry but little bedding, and only 
food enough to last them on their jour¬ 
ney to the nearest ranch. 

They had already set about making 
snow-shoes from the skin of an elk 
which they had saved. One pulr had 
been completed; and the storm having 
abated, one of tlie party set out to 
look over the surrounding country for 
the most feasible route by which to | 
get out. and also to try if possible to 
find game of some kind. 

He liad gone about a mile when he 
came upon the fresh trail of a large 
band of elk that were moving toward 
the east, lie followed, ami in a short 
time came up with them. 

They were traveling in single tile, led 
h.v a powerful old bull, who wallowed 
through tlie snow, in which only his i 
in ad and neck were visible, with all the 
patience of a faithful old ox. The 
others followed him. the stronger ones 
In front, the weaker bringing lip the 
rear. There were thirty-seven in the 
band, and by the time they had all 
walked in the same line they left it an 
open, ■well-beaten trail.

In Boston he followed his profession, 
but lie had tarly seen there was some¬ 
thing more to being a butcher than buy¬ 
ing a hog. a steer and a sheep, cutting 
it up and selling it at a little profit, and 
lie broadened liis business, being care¬ 
ful always not to attempt anything be¬ 
yond liis capital and business experi- 
! ence. 

in Boston lie remained, conducting 
Ids butcher business and buying and 
1 selling hogs and cuttle until be was 
worth $50,1X10. In 1875 lie moved to 
Chicago. He bad not been ill the city 
two years until he thought the busi¬ 
ness of supplying fresh meats to Un¬ 
people of the country was not managed 
just as it should be, and Ills thoughts 
materialized in 1877 in a plan for the 
first refrigerating car. lie thought it 
would bo cheaper and the meat would 
be better if the animals were all slaugh¬ 
tered by those who made a business of 
doing ilmt, mid consequently knew bet¬ 
ter than others how to do it, and tlie 
meats, instead of live animals, were 
shipped to tlie Eastern market*. He 
and liis scheme were laughed at. He 
had great difficulty in prevailing upon 
the railroads to help him, and liis enpi- 
1 tal was not large enough at that time 
to enable him to build many of tlie ears 
lie deemed necessary fertile work. 

He did a small packing business at 
first, but it grew rapidly, and it was 
not long before other men saw the ad¬ 
vantages of liis method and imitated 
him. and now tile refrigtraiing cars 
carrying fresh meats to the people 
everywhere are familiar sights along 
all the railroad lines in tlie country. 
Mr. Swift not only was the oldest pack¬ 
er ai the time of liis death; lie was the 
first, the originator of tlie method that 
lias made many men rich. 

He liad never attempted to make 
money in any other line of business. 
He knew the packing business in all of 
its aspects, and lie was content to de¬ 
vote all ids time and energies to it. He 
never permitted anything to swerve 
him from the course lie hail mapped 
out. lie first divided what lie wanted 
and how the result could be accom¬ 
plished, and then began, confident that 
lie would he successful should he live 
long enough. The packing house of 
which lie was the president and the 
controlling spirit lias developed into a 
great corporation, its employes num¬ 
ber .22,607.
